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sorts realize that the police will insist 
upon the strict observance of the said 
ordinance. 

For some time past officers have been 
detailed to see that this ordinance is en- 
forced, as well as to keep a strict sur- 
veillance upon saloons who formerly em- 
ployed these barmaids, from their reports 
to me and from my own personal .obser- 
vations, I find that we are successful in 
its enforcement. 

The officers in their reports say that 
in some saloons they find women sitting 
at tables in company with men, but in 
no case acting in the capacity of a bar 
maid, according to the sense of the ordin- 
ance. 

The officers are under strict orders to 
arrest any woman that they find in these 
saloons, violating the said ordinance, as 
well as the owner of the saloon.

Gentlemen—In reply to the request of 
your Honorable Pody for my opinion as 
to the petition of Mrs. Mary Condon for 
a pension accruing to her by reason of 
the death of her husband, former Patrel- 
man John J. Condon, I would state that 
I have examined the petition of the 
widow, and would advise that if, after 
an examination of the facts in her case, 
your Honorable Body find them to be as 
therein stated, you are authorized by 
laws 1889, page 522, to grant her a pen- 
sion. 

The law requires (1) that you satisfy 
yourselves that the officer died as the re- 
sult of injuries received in the discharge 
of his duty; (2) that the widow and fam- 
ily are in need of a pension and possess 
no other means of livelihood, for if they 
do possess such means the pension should 
not be granted; (8) the amount granted 
as a pension is entirely within the judg- 
ment and discretion of your Honorable 
Body and should be limited to the re- 
quirements of relieving the actual neces- 
sities only of each applicant; (4) the pen- 
sion, when granted, continues during the 
widowhood of the applicant, or in case 
of her death without remarrying, until 
the youngest child of the deceased officer 
shall have attained the age of eighteen 
years, and shall be included in the annual 
tax appropriation for salaries of the de- 
partment. The law assumes in the in- 
terest of the taxpayers that before mak- 
ing any allowance for pensions, your 
Honorable Body will thoroughly investi- 
gate each case from a medical and evi- 
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. dential standpoint for the purpose of 


satisfying yourselves that the case is a 
proper one.

Gentlemen—Your Commiittee to whom 
was referred the case of the death of Of- 
ficer John Condon, deceased, together 
with the petition of his widow for a pen- 
sion, for investigation, would report as 
follows: 
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That they have investigated the matter 
by receiving the report of the ‘Chief of 
Police and Captain Hayes, together with 
the report of Dr. W. J. Arlitz, Police 
Surgeon, from which it appears that Of- 
ficer Condon, on the 26th day of Febru- 
ary, 1902, whe on duty on Newark 
street with Officer ‘Garrick, was injured 
by slipping and striking his leg against 
some stone steps. ‘That he continued to 
complain of this injury regularly until 
July 81st., when he reported himself un- 
able to continue doing duty. Dr. Arlitz 
was notified and examined him and at- 
tended him until the fifteenth day of 
August, when the said Officer Condon 
died. That the effect of this injury while 
the officer was .-oing duty was that he 
often complained of pain in the injured 
leg, and was noticed by his brother of- 
ficers to limp slightly while on duty. The 
Police Surgeon reports that when he vis- 
ited Officer ‘Condon he found him suffer- 
ing with an ‘infected wound of the leg, 
which was followed by phlebetis and 
later by meningetis. The Police Sur- 
geon is unable to give the origin of the 
wound, but refers us to the police record. 
In pursuance to this report we have ex- 
amined Officer Garrick, Captain Hayes 
and Police Surgeon Dr. Arlitz, and re- 
ceived from them their affidavits attest- 
ing the foregoing facts, which affidavits 
we hereby submit to you, together with 
their reports as part of our report for fu- 
ture reference. 

We have also investigated the condi- 


tion of the widow and petitioner in this 


matter, and we find that she is a deserv- 
ing woman, the mother of five small chil- 
dren, the children of .John Condon, de- 


ceased. "The oldest of said children be- 
ing years and the youngest a baby in 
arms. 


We are of the opinion, judging by the 
circumstances of the widow and her tfam- 
ily, that they are in need of a pension. 
That ‘they have no means of support, and 
would recommend that your Honorable 
Body grant to her tne sum of five hun- 
dred dollars per annum, in equal month- 
ly payments.

A rigorous investigation of tne depart- 
ment has satisfied me that in the matter 
of system and discipline a great laxity 
prevails, which, with your assistance, can 
readily be corrected. 

The form which I would suggest to 
your honorable body would be the imme- 
diate adoption of a manual, or book of 
rules, regulations and instructions. 

The manual under which the depart- 
ment at present is being conducted is an 
antiquated book, full of obsolete matter, 
incomplete and inapplicable to the pres- 
ent condition of affairs. 

I herewith submit to yvonr honorable 
body a copy of a manua) for your ap- 
proval, which I have compiled. It is the 


result of quite some research, and is, tf 
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am satisfied, comprehensive of every- 
thing pertaining to the government of a 
well-appointed police department. 

I would also recommend to your aonoer- 
able body the institution of the drill. This 
has become, in my opinion, an absolute 
necessity. While the officers of my com- 
mand are composed mainly of young and 
energetic men, they are sadly deficient in 
the military precision and‘ deportment 
which are required of uniformed bodies. 
The armory could be procured for that 
purpose and a competent instructor fur- 
nished from the department. 

I have in my possession a quantity of 
unclaimed property in the store room. It 
is composed principally of goods of very 
little value, and should be disposed of as 
you may direct.
